Russian Document No. 957929 discloses a separator comprising of an inverted conical rotor, 
which has in the upper part a hollow conical cone and a cylindrical disc with perforated wells, and in 
the lower part radial blades. The arrangement eliminates counter-current flows of liquid and ensures 
laminar flow conditions in the lower part of the rotor, thereby preventing remixing of the separated 
fractions and improving the separation efficiency. The rotor is attached to the hollow shaft (6) which 
is carried by the bushes (7,8) on the hollow shaft (1) and is driven by the pulley (18). Liquid enters 
through radial holes in the upper part of the shaft and is thrown by the blades attached to the cone 
(1 1) on to the walls of the rotor (19). The less dense liquid enters the gap between the cone (1 1) and 
the disc (12) and is discharged through radial holes in the shaft (6) and the lower part of shaft (1). 
The heavier fraction enters the space between the disc (12) and the bottom of the rotor (14). The 
liquid is deflected by the ring (10) from the rotor walls and is separated from the impurities which 
collect in the bottom of the rotor. The liquid rises through the holes in the perforated wells (1 3) and 
is discharged along with the major liquid flow. The holes facing the shaft are larger than the others.
